19. And if you would know how they 
learned, the Text there tells you them, 
 fromGod's Voice, which Voice Abrahans 
obey'd; for God never ſuffered his Peo- 
ple to live by the written Law in Mans 
Nature, without his poſitive Laws after 
the Fall; yea, he gave poſitive Laws te 
Adam before in the State of lagocency,

If ſo, then Adam mult needs know thus 
much, elſe God's bleſſing and ſanQify- 2:

no Inſtance can be given to the ca- 
trary, but 1 have proved the Inſtitution 
to have been upon God's reſt, after the 
ſix Days Work, and therefore was it 
forthwith known unto Adam to be an 
lnſtitution of the Sabbath, for which 
cauſe he knew himſelf bound to obſerve 
it, as no doubt but he and the Patriarchs

3. Now the Words thus clearly o- 
pened, they muſt needs prove the Com- 
mand for the Sabbath. Firſt, Here is a 
Sabbath made which Chriſt ſaid was 
for Man, Mark 2 27. Secondly, Here is 
God's own Example for Man's Imitation, - 
as. is Evident in Exodus 20. by God's 
urging his own Example for reſting on 
the ſeventh Day Sabbath. Thirdly, Here 
are his Words of laſtitution in that. its 
ſaid, God bleſſed it, and ſanctified it, 
that is, he ordained it to be an holy 
Sabbath unto the Lord, to be dedicated 
to his own Service as Moſes infor meth 
us, before the Law was promulgated, 
Exod.

1. It is moſt clear God gave to the 
holy Men of God his Laws to live by, 
bis Commandments and Statutes and 
they obſerved them; ſo its laid ot Abra - 
ham the Prime Father of the Faithful, 
who alſo was acquainted with God's 
Commandments, Gen. 26. 5. The godly 
were followers of good Things, walk- 
ing in the Commandments of God, Cen. 

5. 22. & 6. 9. They vexed at the finful 
Courſes of Men, 2 Pet. 2.8, 9. They 
preached againſt their Impietes, Jude 
14. 1 Pet. 3. 20, And God threatned 
Deſtruction to the wicked therefore, 
Sen. 6.3.7. And accordingly did de- 
ſtroy them, Cen. 7. 19. Now it God 
gave his Laws and reproved Sin, and 
puniſhed Sin, would he amongſt theſe 
his Laws, the particulars thereof are 
not mentioned, ſuffer his firſt Inſtitu- 
tion, his bleſſed and ſanctified ſeventh 
Day Sabbath to be unthought of and to 
be neglected; may we realonably think 
that the godly having received other 
Laws and obterved and kept them, as 
the Text faith they did, that they would 
careleſly omit to obſerve his Command 
of the Sabbath amongſt thoſe his Laws, 
Statutes and Commandments. = 
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Obſervations on Mr. Ward. 


2. The fourth Command ment and all 
Words thereto added, telleth us that 
the Sabbath Day was kept holy before 
the time that it was written in the 
Tables of Stone. 


Firſt, The prefixed Memento telleth 
us ſo much, that it was before obſerved,

. Secondly, The manner of this delivery 
of this Command ment may perſwade us 
to this, for the other Command ments are 
uttered imperatively, ſo. as they inforce 
the Duty as in theghtth Commandment, 
Honour thy Father and thy Mother, the 
Duty charged is Honour, and in the o- 
ther Command ments the Sin is forbid- 
den, as, Thou ſhalt not take the Name

But 
now in the fourth Commandment' the.

laid upon the Word Remember, ſaying, 
Remember the Sabbath Day to keep it boly,

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reaſon hereof is, for that he bad before

obſerved of the 1ſraelites as in the next 
Reaſon is clearly proved, therefore he

Days, Gen. 17. J. And by Moſes in Egypt, 


_ Exod. 6. 7. Fqurthly, That in it t 


ſhould do no manner of Work, this 


they were fore - warned of, Exod. 16. 29. 
and ſome were reproved for Offending, 
Verſe 28. Fifthly, That in ſix Days God 
made Heaven and Earth, and this was 


evident of old Time unto the Fathers, 
Gen, 24. 3. J. and Laſtly, That God reſt - 


ed the ſeventh Day, bleſſed and ſancti- 
fied it for the Sabbath, God's own Words 


of the laſtitution, ſo that we may ſee it 


clear 
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clear from the foruth Commandment, 


and the Words thereto annexed, that 
this Law was known and pra@iced be- 
fore it was given in Horeb. Though 


Mr. Ward is pleaſed to ſay that it can- 


not be proved that it was the ſame ſe- 


venth Day from the Creation, but I am 
| ſure that he cannot prove it was any 


other ſeventh Day Sabbath then what 
was from the Creation. e 


4. The holy Men of God before the

Sabbath, as hath been abundantly ſtiew- 


d; and thoſe Gelatiang received their 
Ruies and Directions from thoſe that 


are Sabbath keepers, even the Church 


at Feruſalem, and the Apoſtles and El. 
ders, Ad, 16. 4, 5. 13. So that at 
moſt it is but your unreaſouaale Pre- 


ſumption to conclude, that Paul did 
ſpeak one Word againſt the ſeventh 


Day being the Sabbath, for it is not 
mentioned in Gal. 4. 10, 11. And be- 
ſides in Galatis were ſome Diſciples, 
AA,, 18. 1. 4. 23. in which Chapter it 
is ſaid Paul preached at Corinth meg 
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Sabbath Day, and per ſwaded the Fews

rects his Epiſtle to the Churches of 
Galatia, where probably were ſome con- 
ve rted, and many unconverted. And 
Gal. 4. 3. Paul ſays, When ye were Chil- 
dren, ye were in Bondage under the Ru- 
diments, or under the Elements of the 
World; which ſeems the Heathen 
World, verſe 3. when they knew not 
God, they did ſervice to them who 
| they knew by Mares were no Gods, 
which was the Caſe of the Heathens,

Some are of Opinion, that this Text ww 
may be underſtood of Heatheniſh Days, ar 
which they counted Lucky and Unlucky al 
Days, for ſuch are not to be bora withe it 
al among Chriſtians. | 1 
But 
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But what if I ſhould add, Why may 0 
not the Obſervation of Days blamed 7 
in thoſe Scriptures be among others, 
the Obſervation of the firſt Day, for 
'Worſhiping the Sun, which was loug be:. 
fore by the Heathens ; which makes it 
"moſt probable that 'thole Days, and © 
Times, and Years, were Seaſons appoint- 
ed for the Idol Worſhip ; and they ob- 
ferved Days and Times, Months and 
Years ; yea, they were ſo much for the 
'Hcrit Day of the Week, that they called 
that Day Sunſday, or the Day of the 
Suu, 2 Kings 23. 10, 11. And it ſeems 
more probable, that the beginning of 
1ts Obſervation was from the Worſhip- 
pers of the Sun, that offered Horſes to 
the Sun, and when in reaſon ſhould 1 
they do it, but on the Day they gave ö 

to the Sun; and 1 heartily wiſh that all 
that profeſs the Chriſtian Religion wonld 1 
"ſtand clear from this kind of Idolatr y, 
Exel. 8. 16, 17. For the Heathens gene- 
rally obſerved Sunday, and their Princes 
and Magiſtrates being Heathens, ſome 
of thoſe converted to the Chriſtian 
Faith, might in ſome tort decline; for 
it is certain that many do Things now 
t which relate to Worſhip, in Compli- 
5 ance with thoſe under whom they Live, 
and ſo have done in former Ages; and 
ir is cettain they obſerved Days, which 
. Ob ſerva - 
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182 Tyutb deſended: Or, 
.Obſervaiion Paul blamed; and it is to 
me moſt likely, that the principal one 
was Sunday, which the Heathens obſerv- 
ed; wherein the converted Heathens, 
Were by their Heathen Parents, who 
knew not God, firſt inſtructed before 
they knew God, Gal. 4 8. which Paul 
calls weak and beggarly Elements, verſe 

9. Which Words of weak and beggerly 
Elements, do certainly not refer to any 
part of the moral Law, 


It is well known, that there is other 


Days that the Jews did obſerve, beſides 
the Sabbath,asDays of unleavened Bread, 
.and Days of Atonement ; tho' for my 
Part, as Mr. Stannet ſay, I cannot think 
that the Apoſtle intends any of them 
for the Reaſons before, and becauſe he 
calls them weak and beggerly ; which 
Words carry too much Contempt for 
the leaſt appointment of God, altho' 
it was now aboliſh'd; but to imagine 
that the Apoſtle calls the Sabbath a 
weak and beggerly Element, is contrary 
to all Scripture, and all right Reaſon : 
What did God himſelf, the Stength of 
Iſrael, when he had done all his Works, 
reſt in, and was he refreſhed in a weak 


and beggerly Element? Exod, 31. 17. 


For ſhame let Reaſon be ſhewed why 
this ſhould be a weak and beggerly, ſee- 


ing all that God ſpeak from Heaven 


was free from this Impediment; and 
| why 
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why ſhould there be ſo many rich and 
precious Promiſes to the keepers of that 
Which was weak and beggerly? Did 
God write that which was weak and 


beggerly in the ten Commandmente, 


that are more precious than thouſands 


of Gold and Silver, Pſal. 19. 10. Pſalm 


119 27? So that upon the whole of 
this in Gal. 4 9. 10. 11. it ſeems more 
likely that Paul blames them for obſerv- 


ing the firſt Dy; if it were at all then 


oblerved by Chriſtians. 


As to what is objected by Mr. Ward 


from Col. 2: 16. where Paul ſays, Let no 
Man Judge you in Meat, or in Drink, or 


in reſpect of an holy Day, or of the new 
Moon, or of the Sabbaths Days; which are 


4-ſhadow of Things to come, but the Body 
is of Chriſt.

abeniſh World, which were corrupt.

theniſh Men. Tho? ſome learned Men 
have thought, that it refers to the Incli- 


nations of ſome there to the Ceremonial. 


Law, aboliſhed by rhe Death of Chriſt. 
Now the Greek Word Sabbaths, as the 
learned ſav, do ſignify Week or Weeks, 
Mat. 28.1. Lake 24 1. John 20.1.19. which 
in the Plural Number doth ſignify Sab- 
baths or Weeks, and in the New Te- 
ſtament is uſed for Weck, and for Sab- 
bath; and if Sabhaths in Col. 2. 16. do 
mean Weeks and not the ſeventh Day 
Sabbath, then that Objection of Mr. 
Ward falls. And if it mean the firſt 
Day, 5. e. Sunday, which the Heathens 
obſerved, then it is againſt Mr. Ward, 
Jo far as Paul's blaming him. And if 
it means Weeks, as it ſ.ems to me m_— 
likely, it ought to be here rendered, 
if it means Ceremonial Sabbaths, 4 55 
ſo far as this reaches, it refers to the 
Obſervation of Weeks and Ceremonial 
Sabbaths now aboliſhed. 

And Mr. Ward ſays Sabbaths here 
muſt: be meant of the ſeventh Day Sab» 
bath, which Words are againſt the O- 
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I 86 Truth defended, Or, _ f 


pinion of many learned Men, and he 


thinks the ſeventh Day Sabbath was then 
at an end, which end we read not of in 


the Word of God, but find it ſtill ob- 


ſerved in ſome Churches of Chriſt to this 
Day; cor do I fiad any new Order from 
Chriſt or his Apoſtles, as he ſurmiſes, to 
keep the firſt Day of the Week for the 


Sabbath. 


And in Col. 2. 16. Let no Man Judge 
you in reſpect of a Feſtival, or of the 
new Moon, or of the Sabbaths, beſides 


the ſeventh Day Sabbath; There were 


at leaſt three Feſtivals or Sabbaths a- 


mongſt the Jews. At the Paſſover, the 
_ Feaſt of unleavened Bread, ſeven Days 
from which Paſſover, Levit. 23. 4. 5. 


_ we have the pretence for Eaſter, now 
ceaſed, as before. | 


The Feaſt of Pentecoſt, fifry Days af- 
ter the Paſſover, that is ſeven Weeks 
after, Levit. 23. 15, 16. where we have 
the pretence for Whitſuntide, There 
were alſo the S1bbaths of Years, Every 


ſeventh Year ſhall be a Sabbath of Reſt 


unto the Land, a Sabbath to the Lord, 


Levit. 25 4 and after ſeven Sabbaths of 


Years, verſe 8. they were to ſound the 
Trumpet of the Jubilee, verſe 9. and 
ye ſhall hoſſow or ſaaQify the fiftith,

in reſpect of the Feſtivals, new Moons, 
— Sabbaths, and ſeems to agree with 
Rom. 14 4, 5,6 
And we End not in either of thoſe 


Epiſtles one Word to alter the ſeventh 


Day to the firſt, all that would be a 
forced Interpretation ; and whether it 
be meant at that Time and Place of 
Judging for, or againſt thoſe Meats and 
Drinks, or Days, or Feaſts, or Faſts, or 
Weeks, or Sabbaths, whatever they 
were, is not now over ealy to be reſoly- 
ed. It is likely ſome converted Teach- 
ers, whether Jews or Gentiles, had 
taught what was not right about Days, 
and it is certain there are ſome Things 
in Paul's Epiſtles hard to be underſtood, 
2 Pet 3 16. and if they were hard to

was Paul's Time, tor they were Con-

Decalogue, wherein the Law of our 
Creation, (the Doctor calls it the Law 0 
our Creation) was received and expreſſ- 


ed; and that other Sabbaths have Hier 


Irſtitution expreſly among the reſidue of 


Ceremonial temporary Ordinances. See 


to the like Purpoſe in his Book, pages 215, 
216, 217. 

Mr. Richard Byfield in his Treatiſe on 
the Sabbath, page 130. on Col. 2. 16: 
ſaith, That 'the Apoſtle there ſpeaketh 
not of the fourth Commandment, be- 
cauſe he teacheth expreſly of thoſe Sab- 


baths which were of the ſame rank with 


the new Moons: And that he ſpeaks 


A eth as he doth to the Galatians, Chap: 


4. 10. 
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4. 10. of the Obſetvations of Days, 
Months and Years, which pertained to 
the ſervitude and bondage of weak and 
'beggerly Rudiments, as iu verſe 9 Now, 
ſaith he, that any Precept of the Deca - 


logue ſhould be fo accouuted and rec- 


Koned as a weak and beggerly Rude- 
ment, was far trom the Apoſtle to think, 
and is abhored to all Chriſtian Ears 
and Religion; which 1 think Anſwer to

Mr. Barbourn in his Book of the Sab- 
bath, page 47. ſaith, Col. 2. 14 16, 17. 


makes ſuch Things only to be ſhadows 


of Chriſt as were againſt us, and coa- 
trary to us. Now the ſeventh Day Sab- 
bath is neither againſt us, nor contrary 
to us, but for us, for the Sabbath was 
made for Man, not againſt Man, Mark 
2, 27. It was made for the good of Maus 


Soul and Body both, and therefore it 
is not contrary to him, ſo the feventh 


Day Sabbath is none of the Sabbaths 
ſpoken of in this Text, Col. 2. 16. Now 
if you make the ſeveuth Day Sabbath 


by this Text a ſhadow and aboliſhed, 


then you aboliſh the whole fourth Com- 
mand ment, and it muſt ſtand as a Cy» 
pher in our Bibles, for all thar'is there 
commanded is to reſt from Labour, 
and to Wotſhip God on the ſeventh 
Day. Now if you aboliſh heſe Things 
as ſhadows, ſo as we may not now reſt 
| 358 g trom 
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from Labour and Worſhip of God on 
the ſeventh Day, then the fourth Com- 
mandment commands nothing. But by 
the way, 1 can but wonder, that Mini- 
ſters who pretend to make ſo much 
Conſcience of God's other Command» 
ments, ſhould make ſo little of the fourth 
Command, as to bind their Wits to over» 
throw it, they muſt give an account 
for it at the Day of judgment? 
Mr. Ward in his Expoſition of the 
Thirty firſt Chapter of Exodus, takes 
the Law for the ſeventh Day Sabbath 
to be a new Yoke to the Geatiles, be- 
.capſe it was given to the Jews, as a 
Sign or a diſtirQive Mark, and for a 
perpetnal Covenant, Exod. 31. 13. 16, 
17. Exel. 20. 12. 20. But this alſo will 
de againſt him, as you may ſee. That 
it was then new to the Heathens, who 
obſerved the firſt Day I agree, it is true 
it was a Sign, but ſuch a Sign as all 
Proſelytes did embrace and obey till the 
coming of Chriſt, and by him is made 
2 perpetual Law, Mat. 5. 18. and ſoa 
. perpetual Sign between him and his 
People. Yea, God having 10, direQly 
reſolved that the ſeventh Day ſhould be 
the Sabbath, that it is not a new Yoke, 
but an old laſtitution for the good ot 
Mankind, given at the Creation, and 
commanded in the Decalogue, and ſo 
given with the reſt of the Command- 
| ments 
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ments and made perpetual by him, 3 
- Lake 16. 17. And ſo God's Yoke is an 
Eaſy ,Yoak, for it is only to take the 
commanded ſeventh Day for the Sabbath 
Inſtead of the firſt Day, which Mr. 
Ward and others ſhould willingly take 


upon them. _— 


Mr. Ward adds, that the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath, ſo he often calls it, and the 2 
Jewiſh runs much in his Mind, ſeems 
to be, he ſay, not a Continuation of 
a former Sabbath, but rather a new In- 
ſtitution, which I cannot find in the 
Word of Gag, as he lays, he has ſhew- 
ed before, which upon all the ſearch 1 
have made I cannot find it, and I am 
loath to obſerve what I cannot find to 
be the Will and Mind of God. Mr. 
Ward ſaith, that the ſeventh Day Sab- 
bath is a Sign and perpetual Covenant 

to diſtinguiſh God's People from others, 
that is, ſaith he, the People of the Jews 
from other Nations; which laſt Words 


| the People of the Fews from other Nations, 


are added by Mr. Ward. | 9 
I Reply, That the Sabbath was and is 
a perpetual Sign and Covenant with 


all true Iſraelites, that is all true Be- 


lievers, in all Nations, in all Ages, from 

the beginning of the World to the end 

of it, to diſtinguſh ſuch from the-diſo- 
bedient to God's Law. To 2 
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Mr. Ward repeats from Exod. 31. 13. 
that the Sabbath is a Sign, and yet 
doubrs whether it was obſerved at all, 
or long before this Time had been for- 
got. To which 1 Antwer, If the Sab - 
bath were -a Sign, and ſuch a per petu- 


al Sign to be kept throughout their Ge- 
neration, as it was, and if it were a 
perpetual Covenant between the Lord 


and them, as it was, as he ſays, and made 
known to them before, then they ſure- 
ly knew what Day of the Week it was, 
and forgot it not, but obſerved it as 
they do every Week where they Live to 


this Day, which Mr. Ward have no rea- 
ſon that I know of to doubt; and if 


it were ſo, that the Sabbath was long 


before forgot, and if the Days of the 


Week are all uncertain, and none can 
tell which was, which where, are we then 
but in utter uncertainties, and when.
